Ihese subjects are loc'iited in towns 
throughout Puerto Pico* Scae live in veiy inaccess iblo*tcvms in the 
Bountaincus interior of the Island which, if visited by an Agent, would 
cause him to spend from six to oi^t hours in. travel time alone, plus 
cost of transportation*

In addition, there is an '•xnacoive 
Section’* compcsed of Security Index cards on individuals in the armed forces ana 
a "Special Section** containing the duplicate card on individuals who are Gc/ern— 
itent employees, Atonic Energy employees, espionage subjects, and others of similar 
character. 


It was rRcor-^onriofi (J.) that the geographical section be climirntcd 
entirely and the tabbing of the subjects under Detcom and Consab be on the 
alphabetical cards . The geographical section is maintained by the field to 
facilitate anprehensions • No r^urpcse i s served in, naiiit3.2,ning ^.-j^graphical 
breakdown at the Bureau, in that the entire Sea.’.rity Index is ncr.v on IB-l cards, 
and if it becomes' necessary to make any compilations on individuals in any one 
field division, it can be handled through the use of the IBLI cards, and the 
geographical breakdown is believed to be entirely unnecessary at the Seat of 
Government. 


-■ ( 2 ) It was recommended that all of the Security Index cards, including 

alias cards, of cancelledTecurity Index subjects be removed from the alphabetical 
section. This will materially reduce the size of the Secririty Index, as it is now 
maintained, and vrLll facilitate the clerical maintenance of it. Further, ^the i:.eld 
presently maintains cancelled cards in their Communist. Index. Also, the Statistica— 
Section of the Bureau is miintaining cancelled IBU cards so that if necessary, any 
inforration needed concerning Security Index subjects whose cards have been ,, 

cancelled can be obtained by referring to the IPE cards. ^ / 

It i‘ ar»r>*'».noq H pd- that the^*^^actiV3 Sectional and thfj^fepecial 
Section" be retained, and to avoid as naich duplication as possible, that, there 
“apoear in the alphabetical section only a dummy card listing the name of the subject 
and m.aking reference to either the "Special Section" or the "Inactive Section," 
vrtiichever is appropriate. , ^ • 

The recommendations result in completely eliminating a duplicate set of 
the Security Index cards. They eliminate much clerical work in the handling of

In connection frith the statistics available from the 
Statistical Section by w of I3LI cards concerning the Security Index, 
the follovTing regular service of the Statistical Section would be desxrable 
The desirability of these items has been obtained Xroa our experi^ce of 
the past few months since the Security Index was placed on IBM cards. 

(l) Monthly listing of all Security Index subjects jn 

alphabetical grouping identified merely by date of birth. 

This list should be obtained regularly once each month on a set 
date. This list is t>e one that is furnished to the I^partment to be used on 
the master warrant in the event of an emergency. 


(2) Statistical tabulations of all Security Index cards . • 

The Security Index Desk has been receiving from the StatisUcal ^ 
Section a list of the total Security Index cards by each office. Ti^s again 
has been broken donm under each office as to sex, nationalistic tendency or 
organisational affiliation, citizenship status, and priority oetention (Detcom) 
and Coxsab tabbings. This statistical tabulation has proven to be ^ery 
valuable and far noro detailed than any statisUcs formerly obtainable by 
the Security Index itself. 

In connection with these two above items it is highly desirable 
that they be obtained on a regular basis on a set date of the month, ^le ^ 
Statistical Section has advised that on or about the first of the month 
obli utions are much greater than they are during the off period of the mon h. 
]ji vievr of the fact that it is not absolutely necessary that these statistics 
be obtained on the first of the month it would be entirely satisfactory' to 
the Security Index Desk to obtain these statistics on the l5th. Preferably 
both items should be compiled on the same date.

Th addition, it should be remembered that the services of two GS 3 
clerks prorated tliroughout the field would also be saved. Hois, of co^se, 
cannot be directly attributea to any one office but on an o^e^ll basis 
would reflect a savings of an additional v5300 per annum. Hus would be a 
gi^id total saving, based on a conservative estimate and wxthout aoneidenng 
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the Increased efficiency, of v^SlO per year in the maintenance and operation 
of the Security Index* 


(g) The tape punching mechanism which would perait direct 
transmission of Security Index data via teletype to various field offices 
could, of course, concievably be of inestimable value in the event of an 
emergency* ]^ny hours of time could be saved in transmitting Security Index

This suggestion the Security Division feels very worthy of consideration 
in view of the fact that the Security Index. as has previously been stated in 
connection v/ith suggested simplixication of the Security Index, is the vezy 
heart of tne Internal Security program and as such entails a great deal of 
work including not only investigative activity but administrative and clerical* 

As a picture of the activity of the Index wliich, you will recall, must be keot 
in a current and up-to-date status at all times, the weekly average of changes 
has run at the rate of approximately 255 per week during tiie period of A'ugust 
through October, 1949* mch of these cnanges, of course, recjuires a typing 
operation or an index card handling operation of some type* Of these 255 
changes per week the average has consisted of approxinfl tely 70 new cards, 

30 cancelations, 30 changes of office of origin, and 125 otiier types of 
changes or auditions such as employwent and residence addresses* naines 
addition of aliases, etc# 

The use of the IBIi Cardatype machine would cause an immediate direct 
traceable savings of ;^1210 a year in salaries at the Scat of Goverrisient as well 
as the prorated savings throughout the field of salaries of two G3 3 clerks at 
a minimum of v530O. It would greatly increase the speed of handling the 
preparation of new Security Index cards as well as changes to existing cards 

the efficiency uO uld greatly reduce the possibility for error* The system 
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would also be far more a^ptable to various types of emergency situations* 
lastly^ it TTould assure absolute uniformity of the Secvixity Index cards 
maintained by the Seat of Government and by the field*

Of the above 11,55U, 3,U53 have been tabbed for priority apprehension 
under the Detcoa progra.t. This, of course, includes top functionaries, 
key figures and Coinsab subjects. 

Of the U,55U individuals, 1,232 have been tabbed under the Corasab 
program as possessing the greatest potentiality to be Coomunist saboteurs. 

In addition to the ll,$9li cards rnintained by the Statistical Section, 
the Security Index Desk itself maintains 171 Security Index cards in the 
Special Section, These cards include Govemiaent employees. Atomic Energy 





Prograa eaploveea, Foreign Govemnent enployees, prominent Persons, employees 
Of the United Nations Secretariat and Espionage subjects. There is, therefore, . 
a grand total of 11,725 Securi-ty Index cards presently maintained. 

According to the records of the Statistical Section there has been 
an apparent increase of 299 cards since January 15. An increase of approrinately 
300 a month is not an average picture, although the total number of individuals 
included in the Security Index has steadily increased over a longer period 
of time. Temporary variations may occur from month to month dependent upon 
the number of new recommendations or cancellations received during the period 
and dependent upon the exact status of the index as of the day the count is 
taken. This nominal variation may on' a short term basis either reriect an 
apparent large increase such as in this listing over the January listing or may 
even reflect a nominal decrease. 

Although the Security Index count has steadily been increasing oyer 
the months, it is not anticipated that the totaJ. nximber of cards ’Jill continue 
to grow xinder the present standards required for inclusion of individuals 
In the index. Although new individuals are constantly being added this is 
offset by the number of individuals "rfio are being removed from the index 
for~ various redsons, oacli as old age, infirmity, defectijn, removal from 
the Bureau's j^lrisdiction, etc. It is anticipated that the total volume^ 
of cards riH increase primarily through the efforts of the .'lew York office 
where the greatest untapped reservoir of cases still exists.

On April 17, 1950, a list of the Sectirity Index subjects in | 
each office was forwarded to the field with instnictions toat the ' identity 
of all individuals enoloyed in vital facilities be noted on the list and 
the list returned to the Bureau. These lists have all been returned to the 
Bureau and the information relating to the vital facility employment of all 
subjects involved has been posted manually to the geographical Security 
Index cards. A memorandum is now in preparation which will be furnished to 
the National Military Establishment and to the National Security Rpsources 
Board which will show the concentration of dangerous individuals not only 
as to the forty categories set up by the National Military Establishment, but 
also as to geographical location. These compilations and tabulations have 
all been done manually in an effort to get the information to the interested 
agencies at an early date. These data will, of course, all be available 
ifrom the statistical section pimch cards upon completion of the change-over 
of the Security Index to the new IH! punch card system.
